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The supply of nonhuman primates for scientific research is an increasingly important 
subject for scientists throughout the world. This report was intended to provide Israel’s 
National Council for Research and Development with information needed to evaluate 
the advisability and feasibility of establishing an Israeli Primate Conditioning and Breeding 
Center. However, it contains information that would be of great interest to anyone 
concerned with the supply of nonhuman primates. It includes chapters on the Importance 
of Primate Animals for Biomedical Research, Economics of the Use of Primate Animals, 
Supply and Demand for Primate Animals, Circumstances Favorable to an Israeli Primate 
Conditioning Center, Animal Housing and Laboratory Plant, and Proposed Schedule for 
Development of Israel’s Primate Center. 

In developing the report, the authors drew heavily on their experiences with the 
Laboratory for Experimental Medicine and Surgery in Primates (LEMSIP) in New York. 
The authors recognize that some of the data on animal use is incomplete and that an 
economic study is required before it can be determined that the proposed center is 
feasible. Nevertheless, that report provides useful information to those charged with the 
decision on establishing a Nonhuman Primate Conditioning and Production Center in 
Israel.
